Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests Coming Up 


The first deadline for applications to take the Scholas- 
tic Aptitude Test of the College Entrance Examination 
Board is tomorrow, according: to Mr. Russell Davis, head 
of the scholarship committee. Students who apply and pay 
the required fee of $7 will be eligible to take the test Dec. 


6. The test will also be given Jan. 
2 for which applications are due 
Dee. 13. 

Scores Considered 

Scores from the tests will be 
considered for the 1,000 new state 
scholarships which are awarded by 
the California State Scholarship 
Commission. These grants may be 
used as tuition and necessary fees 
to a maximum of $600 in any col- 
lege or university in California, 
that is accredited by the Western 
College Association, for under- 
graduate study. The scholarships 
are renewable. 

To qualy for the scholarships, 
an applicant must be a resident of 
California, under 21 years of age, 
a high school graduate-by the sum- 
mer of 1959, be in need of schol- 
arship assistance to pay college tu- 
ition, be of demonstrated high 
moral character, good citizenship, 
dedicated to American ideals, and 
a United States citizen (or admit- 
ted to the United States for per- 
manent residency.) He also must 
have a “C’’ ‘average or better.

Headed for Norwalk Mental In- 
stitution were Mr. Willam Corser’s 
and Mr. Frank Black’s psychology 
classes Nov. 10 for observation. 


However, the observation was 
on the part of the students who 
were observing patients there. 
The main reason for the trip was 
to acquaint the class members 
with the actions and reasoning of 
the mentally ill. Students were to 
give notice to the different types 
of mental illness among which the 


-most common were schizophrenic 


and manic-depressives. 


Hospital psychiatrist, Dr. John 
Hook, explained a few facts about 
the hospital to the visitors before 
they went on tour. Forty years 
have passed since the hospital was 
built, and it holds close to 4,000 
persons. Admittance to the hos- 
pital may be done through doc- 
tors, courts, families, or may be 
voluntary. 

A few cases cited were those of 
Sol, Alex, and Yvonne. 


Sol was a victim of schizophren- 
ia, and believed himself ready to 
go home. The day students were 
there, he had had an argument 
about the beds that morning and 
refused to speak on the grounds of 
the 5th Amendment. 


Alex was an alcoholic who was 
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very easily depressed. When he 
was introduced to the students, 
he said he was 51 and paid. As the 
students left, he asked them if 
they were white people or 
patients. 

One woman, Yvonne, believed 
she had 158 husbands. She was a 
schizophrenic and a manic-depres- 
sive. Her greatest wish was to be 
able to kill the nurses at the hos- 
pital. 

These cases and many more 
taught the members of the psy- 
chology classes something that 
they will never be able to learn in
